A programinc. lo 
be really cfTectivc, should have 
plenty of variety, as it is the "gen- 
eral" public, and not an educated 
musical audience, that lias to be 
faced, 

"You ask, how do I arrange to 
hring my Songsters out? 1 reply, 
by employing the followintj nielh- 
ods: 1 get the timid ones to read a 
chapter from the riible, or repeal, at 
a given signal, a text of Scripture. 
To others, I intimate a week pre- 
vious to the event that I want them 
lo read either a verse of Scripture 
or a chapter, and dilate simply upon 
what iliey have read, occupying at 
least live minutes. This has won- 
derfully helped some to become 
really good workers. 
A Helpful Method. 

'(Add to this the fact tliat some- 
times, Mhcn i have a Sunday free 
,froin special meetings, I arrange for 
all the members to assemble after 
the morning nieeling at on" or other 
of their Corps, and spe;;d the after- 
noon in prayer and praise .n a room 
1 secure, after which we have tea 
logclhor. and again call upin God to 
make us a soul-saving Brig:ide. Then 
wo return (o our various homes 
about ij,.)o p.in.. melted down, and 
Willi a full knowledge that we have 
hail the Divine Presence with us.
